require a very considerable portion of time (months.) These accounts, judging from 
the volume now in use, will occupy nearly two thousand eight hundred and forty 
olio pages of writing. I therefore feel at a loss how I can accomplbh such an 
undertaking in any reasonable period of time. 

Under these circumstances, therefore, I hope I shall not be considered unrea- 
sonable in requesting permission to call in the aid of some able accountants to assist 
me m preparmg the Returns ordered, and to charge the expenses attending to the 
funds of this Establishment t .
